TOKYO, Oct. 3 — (A P I— The 
Far East Air Force rep orted Al­ 
lied warp lanes p ounded heavy 
traffic columns rolling southward 
today in Red Korea from Com­ 
munist China’s Manchuria bor­ 
der.

It 
is called “NPH” insulin. 
Dr. White said it is the nearest 
approach yet to a long-sought in-

sugar immediately in a diabetic 
patient—and have effects lasting 
exactly 24 hours, so there would 
be no “overlap” in effect for pa­ 
tients needing insulin every day. 
The new insulin takes effect in 
two hours, lasts for 28 .

But the 
Americans were under new or­ 
ders, Boyle said, not to discuss 
the drive into Red Korea with 
war correspondents. 
South Korean officers, under 
no such restrictions, talked free­ 
ly- 
A spokesman for General Mac- 
Arthur had described the border 
crossing situation as delicate po­ 
litically.
